Rev. A. S. Erickson, Missionary from 
Peru, Speaks at Spanish Club 
The Reverend A. S. Erickson, a mis- 
sionary to Peru for seventeen years, 
now serving as artist for the Mace- 
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donian Call and co-editor of the Span- 
ish Evangel at the Church of God 
Publishing House, Cleveland, Tenn., 
spoke to the Spanish Club in the Lee 
College auditorium, Thursday, October 
14. 

The Reverend Erickson said during 
the time he had been in Peru he had 
become one of the people and ceased 
to be an American. He emphasized the 
fact that when you carry the gospel 
to the Indians you cannot impose on 
them the American way of life. The 
gospel will clean up their lives and 
they will become Christians, but a 
missionary will miss the mark if he 
tries to Americanize them.

called “independent” publishers was 
held to discuss the advisability of a 
new series of Uniform Bible Study Les- 
sons. No definite action came as a 
result of this meeting. In December of 
1943, however, the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals appointed Dr. 
Clarence H. Benson as chairman of 
a new lesson committee. Dr. Benson 
did much preliminary work along the 
line of research and preparation. In 
May of 1945, a temporary organization 
of the National Sunday School Associ- 
ation was formed, and, two months 
later, the new lesson committee, as 
appointed by the NSSA, began actual 
preparation of the new Uniform Series. 


The NSSA Committee, after many 
weeks of individual preparation and 
days of joint preparation, presented 
the first year of this new and original 
series to our first National Conven- 
tion in Chicago in October of 1946. 
This first year’s outlines were for use 
in the year 1948. 


NEW SERIES DEFINED 


The U.B.L.S. recognizes that the 
whole Bible is the textbook for the 
Sunday School. For Uniform Lessons, 
however, there must be included in 
every lesson some material for pic- 
tures for the younger groups. There 
must also be some material for action 
stories for the junior and adolescent 
age groups. Lesson material, for in- 
stance, takenexclusively from the book 
of Proverbs could not meet this re- 
quirement. Because of these reasons, 
most of the lessons include several 
Scripture portions. 


The U.B.LS. is also prepared with 
the knowledge that many Sunday 
School attendants go to Sunday School 
only for a short time. Because of this 
fact, a verse by verse study of the Bible 
might limit the knowledge of some 
to such a book as the book of Leviticus. 
That is the reason that the U.B.LS. 
takes material from different parts 
of the Bible each quarter. 

The U.B.L.S. is also prepared for the 
purpose of presenting the great doc- 
trines of the Bible as accepted and be- 
lieved by true evangelicals.

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Atonement Chrough the Blood 


Text: Rom. 5:11 


“And not only so, but we also joy in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom we have received the atone- 
ment.” 


Introduction: Blood atonement is 
the most vital doctrine in the entire 
Bible. Take away the blood and all 
else goes too. 

Definition: The word “atonement” 
is used seventy-nine times in the Old 
Testament, and one time in the New 
Testament. The word “atonements” 
occurs one time in the Bible, in Exod. 
30:10. The word in’ Hebrew, in the Old 
Testament, means “to cover, or cover- 
ing.” In the New Testament, the word 
means “reconcilation,” and is so ren- 
dered in Rom. 5:11, in the Revised 
Version. 


1. The origin and beginning of sac- 
rifice and atonement. 

God’s Word teaches that blood 
atonement was in the mind and pur- 
pose of God before the foundation of 
the world (earth). Proof: 1 Peter 
1:19, 20 declares that Christ was “as 
of a lamb without blemish and with- 
out spot,” and “was foreordained be- 
fore the foundation of the world 
(earth), but was manifest in these 
last times” for us. Rev. 13:8, “... 
the Lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world.” He was potentially slain 
in the mind and plan of 
God from the foundation of the 
world, though He was not actually 
slain until the fulness was come (Gal. 
4:4) in A. D. 30, outside the walls of 
Jerusalem. 

God chose, before the foundation 
of the world (earth), to have a holy 
band of saints and this could be 
made possible only by the blood atone- 
ment of the Lord Jesus Christ. Eph. 
1:4. Peter told the Jews at Pentecost 
that in their ignorance they had, by 
wicked hands, crucified Christ. They 
had, nevertheless, fulfilled the eternal 
purpose of God, for He (Christ) was 
delivered by the determinate council 
and foreknowledge of God. Acts 2:23. 
From these scriptures we see that 
blood atonement was no afterthought 
on the part of God, but was designed 
by Him some time in the eternal past, 
before the world began.

2. The origin of blood and atone- 
ment on the earth. 


The first mention of blood sacri- 
fice and atonement is in the third 
chapter of Genesis. V. 21. After Adam 
and Eve had sinned (VV. 6,7), they saw 
themselves naked. They attempted to 
hide their shame with fig-leaf re- 
ligion, but all their efforts to hide 
themselves outwardly with fig leaves 
and inwardly with excuses were in 
vain. It is then we read that the Lord 
made coats of skins and clothed them. 
The record here does not say plainly 
that an animal was slain, but it cer- 
tainly implies that, since an animal 
had to be slain before it was skinned. 


There is a great deal of fig-leaf re- 
ligion in the world to-day, people 
vainly attempting to set up a system 
of good works and gain heaven in the 
final end because of some good deed. 
But the Bible says in Isa. 64:6 that 
“all our righteousnesses are as filthy 
rags.” And Paul, in Eph. 2:8, declares 
that we are saved by Grace through 
faith, and that salvation is a gift of 
God. 

The second mention of blood atone- 
ment in the Bible is found in Gen. 
4:3, 4. Here we read that in process of 
time it came to pass that Cain and 
Abel brought their offerings unto the 
Lord. Cain brought the fruit of the 
ground but Abel brought the first- 
lings of his flock, and the fat there- 
of. The result was that the Lord had 
respect unto Abel and his offerings, 
but unto Cain and his offerings He 
had not respect. The reason is clear. 
Cain’s religion was void of any aton- 
ing blood, or need of atonement. 
Therefore, he and his offering and 
worship was rejected. Here we have 
the appearance of a modern religion. 
This world is literally blanketed with 
it to-day, and this will no more be 
accepted by God in the final analysis 
than Cain’s was. But Abel’s sacrifice, 
in which atoning blood was shed, was 
his confession of sin and his need for 
an atonement (covering), and his 
offering was a correlation to Heb. 
9:22, that without the shedding of 
blood there is no remission. 


3. Old Testament sacrifices 
their efficacy.

To what extent did Old Testame 
sacrifices deal with the sin problem 
We reply that Old Testament sac 
fices were good, else they would ng 
have been divinely ordained by God 
But they were imperfect, tempora 
and inadequate to completely de;

The 
were rites which removed bodily de 
filements, but in themselves alone e 
bodied no spiritual virtues. ‘The bloo 
of bulls and of goats, and the ashe 
of an heifer . . . sanctifeth to the puri 
fying of the flesh,” Heb. 9:13. 
blood of these animals atoned for t 
outward defilements of an Israeli 
who was cut off from the campo 
Israel, but did not cleanse the soul fro 
inbred sin. “For the law made nothin 
perfect,” Heb. 7:19. The law coul 
open the sinner’s eyes to his sin. Ro 
3:20. By the law is the knowledge 0 
sin. But it could not completely p 
it away, “for it is not possible that thi 
blood of bulls and goats should tak 
away sins,” Heb. 10:4. But the bloo 
of anmials could atone (cover) fo 
the offerers’ sins, and this God ac 
cepted in anticipation of the death o 
His beloved Son on the cross, whe 
they would be forever put away. 

Note this New Testament proof fo 
this. Heb. 9:26. “But now once in t 
end of the world (age, Jewish age 
hath he appeared to put away sin b 
the sacrifice of himself.” Christ Hi 
self closed the Jewish age, and opene 
up the age of grace by shedding H 
own precious blood on the cross. Het 
10:9, “He taketh away the first, tha 
he may establish the second.”

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“GOOD ‘OLE’ ’LASSES” has been 

mnning off the pan for the past sev- 
ral days at our South Lee Highway 
farm. We are now enjoying the bene- 
fits of considerable labor by having 
orghum syrup for our pancakes and 
not biscuits. 

In the spring the sorghum seed was 
janted. After it came up it had to 
ve cultivated several times. The boys 
uso had to do considerable hoeing to 
wontrol the weeds. Then, it had to be 

inned out, as it came up too thick in 
places. After it was laid by, there 
wasn’t much more to do to it until the 
time came to make it into syrup. 

One of the first things to be done 


was to strip the leaves off the stalks. 
For the benefit of those who have 
never seen it grow, it resembles corn— 
a similar stalk, with leaves that would 
remind you of the leaves on a corn- 
stalk. The stalk has considerable juice 
in it. The children-enjoy chewing the 
stalk to obtain the benefit of the de- 
licious juice it contains. During this 
time it is common to see many with 
cane sticks in their mouths. As a rule, 
the leaves are stripped off with sticks. 
It is quite a sight to see forty or fifty 
boys tackle a cane patch. You can rest 
assured they strip it, one way or an- 
other.

After this, some 
of the boys cut the tops off. These tops 
are filled with seed. They make very 
good feed for chickens and stock, and 
the choice ones bring a good price for 
seed. Now we haul it to the sorghum 
mill. Here we have rollers through 
which the cane is put to obtain the 
juice. From the juice barrel it runs to 
the pan where it is “refined.” We have 
a copper pan, about twelve feet long, 
with sections in it. Under the pan you 
must keep a hot fire to boil the juice 
continually until it runs off the other 
end a finished product. We have an old 
Syrup-maker named “Uncle Jim” 
Green, who is making some of the 
finest syrup you ever tasted. He should 
know how, as he has been making 
syrup for about forty years. You may 
be sure that practically every child in 
the Home is enjoying “GOOD ‘OLE’ 
’LASSES.”

Shelton, superintendent, who would 


not allow an oath on the job. 

At the beginning of the service, 
Brother Paulk said there was a balance 
owed of $141,900, but when the follow- 
ing outstanding men in city, county, 
state, and national affairs: Hubert 
Nolin, P. D. Meadors, Charlie Rice, 
D. B. Leatherwood, Mayor Cass, and 
Senator Joseph R. Bryson, brought up 
the morning’s offering, the debt was 
reduced $4,179.68. 

The service was inspired greatly by 
the orchestra directed by Joe Milligan, 
assistant pastor, singing by the choir, 
directed by Elbert Landreth, and spe- 
cial singing by the Southern Melodiers 
and Greenwood Quartet. Rev. Zeno C. 
Tharp gave the historette of the 
Church of God in Greenville as no one 
else could. He gave each of the follow- 
ing pastors honorable mention: 

Emmett Doster, who started the 
work in 1920; Ed Johnson, who nursed 
the infant church from 1921-’23; O. H. 
Tollison, found the membership in a 
propped-up building with dirt floor in 
1923; Rev. E. M. Ellis undertook the 
pastorate in a building previously used 
as a pool room in 1924, but by 1926, 
when he was succeeded by his illus- 
trious father, J. B. Ellis, he had built 


a small church; Zeno C. Tharp took 
the pastorate in 1927 and soon en- 
larged the building. A gracious revival 
brought the membership to such a 
large number as to make further ex- 
pansion necessary. So in 1932, Brother 
Tharp and the membership erected 
the first section of a wonderful brick 
building just across the street, on the 
corner of Tremont and Lady streets. 
It had a full Sunday School basement. 
Reverend Tharp was elected presi- 
dent of our B.T.S. in 1935 and was suc- 
ceeded by Rev. Earl P. Paulk. It wasn’t 
long before Brother Paulk and his 
membership realized that another ex- 
pansion program was in demand. In 
order to meet the need, they erected a 
twin addition alongside their building, 
and when the building was completed 
it was the largest church auditorium, 
I understand, in South Carolina and 
the largest in the Church of God. 


In 1939 Brother Paulk was appointed 
state overseer of Georgia, and former 
state overseer of South Carolina A. 
V. Beaube became his successor. Rev- 
erend Beaube was appointed overseer 
of Georgia in 1940, and Rev. J. T. 
Roberts was appointed pastor and 
served two years, after which time 
Rev. Houston R. Morehead became the 
pastor and served until 1944, when he 
was appointed state overseer of Michi- 
gan and was succeeded by former pas- 
tor Rev. Earl P. Paulk. After three gra- 
cious years in his second term, Brother 
Paulk was subjected to a shock too 
great for anyone but a strong, cou- 
rageous, broad-shouldered man to 
bear. During the night of August 6, 
1947, the church went up in flames. - 
It was a tragedy felt throughout the 
Church of God, and indeed more se- 
verely by him and his members, but by 
faith, he and his members and friends 
saw this great church building rising 
out of the ashes of their last building. 

Miss South Carolina sang “God Bless 
America,” after which Senator Bryson 
presented to the pastor and church a 
large U. S. flag that had flown over 
the Capitol in Washington, D. C. Gov- 
ernor Thurmond of South Carolina 
and Mrs. Thurmond were present and 
both spoke. Two very singular honors 
were bestowed upon our good and de- 
serving pastor. First, the church and

EXCERPTS FROM THE DIARY OF 
J. HERBERT WALKER, JR. 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti 


“September 15, 1948, Wednesday. At 
twelve-forty, one year ago today, 
Lucille and I set our feet on Haiti for 
the first time. During this past year 
we have had many a heartbreak, many 
an encouragement... many trials and 
much loneliness. However, since it was 
our first time to have any actual re- 
sponsibility to amount to anything, it 
has made a big change in both of us. 
I know that I am a different person. 
Yet, I am sure we will be changed 
considerably more before another year 
is passed.” 

“During this past year in Haiti I 
have driven the jeep station wagon 
more than 10,000 miles and the jeep 
more than 6,000 miles. Sixteen thou- 
sand miles is a long, hard grind on 
the cars, and the driver especially, on 
roads such as these in Haiti. I have 
had thirty-six flats and two blowouts. 
I have visited thirty-four different 
churches during this past year (many 
of them many times). From August, 
1947, through August, 1948, we have 
added 238 members, 3,276 new per- 
severing saints, or a total of 3,514 new 
followers added to the Church. Last 
year we had 13,072 faithful followers 
in Haiti, and this year we have 16,586. 
Also, we have reopened seven schools; 
we have organized eight new churches 
and forty-five stations, and have made 
arrangements to organize five more 
churches before the conventions in 
January.” 

After a busy week of councils with 
various ministers, attending the regu- 
lar schedule with the orphanage, com- 
pleting a big mimeograph job and 
mailing it out to the church, and 
again another: important conference 
with ministers on the Port-au-Prince 
district, Saturday afternoon he writes 
as follows: 

“September 19, Sunday. This morn-

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ATONEMENT THROUGH THE 
BLOOD 
(Continued from page 6) 


imal but the body of Jesus Christ. 
His own blessed body was sacrificed 
for us. V. 14, “For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified.” Christ was the last 
sacrifice for sins and sin. In the Old 
Testament days, had a spiritual Israel- 
ite been questioned concerning his 
hopes for full redemption, he no doubt 
would have replied that this lay in the 
future, in the coming of the perfect 
Messiah, for these Old Testament 
animal sacrifices were but types and 
shadows of better things to come. 

As animal sacrifices lay smoking, 
frying, and quivering on Jewish altars 
in those days, they were constant re- 
minders of the one great object les- 
son God intended for the people to 
know—that without the shedding of 
blood is no remission. Heb. 9:22. And 
they were index fingers pointing to 
the death of Jesus Christ upon the 
cross to pay the sin debt of the world. 

Now the Bible teaches that Abraham 
was justified, as well as many others, 
before Jesus died on the cross (Rom. 
4:2), but these were saved and justi- 
fied in anticipation of the future 
sacrifice. For proof of this we cite 
you to Heb. 9:15, which plainly says 
that Jesus died for the redemption of 
the transgressions that were under the 
first testament. Rom. 3:24, 25 teaches 
the same thing. In these two verses 
Paul declares that God set Christ 
forth (in His blood on the cross) to be 
a propitiation (mercy seat) through 
faith in His blood, to declare His right- 
eousness for the remission (forgive- 
ness) of sins that are past (under the 
old testament), through the forbear- 
ance of God. These verses teach that 
the death of Christ was retroactive in 
that it had to do with sins that were 
past. 


4. The scope of the blood atonement 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


The atonement of the Lord Jesus 
Christ includes all races, classes, 
creeds, colors, tribes, and nationalites, 
from the king on his throne to the 
peasant in his tent, the head-hunting 
cannibals of the dark jungles of hea- 
then lands, and even to the beggar at 
the gate of the potters’ field. We cite 
the following verses to prove this: 
John 3:16. The word “whosoever” 
here means everybody, if it means 
anything, and surely it means plenty. 
Heb. 2:9. He tasted death for every 
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man. 1 Tim 2:6, He gave Himself a 
ransom for all. These verses don’t 
mean that all are going to be finally 
saved, but that all could be saved if 
they would. The atonement is suf- 
ficient for all, and efficient for all 
who put faith in Christ. The atone- 
ment is limited only by man’s unbe- 
lief. The old view which claims that 
the atonement was for only a certain 
group then is untrue. John 1:29 says 
the Lamb of God taketh away the sin 
of the world (mankind); John 10:15, 
He died for the sheep; Acts 20:28, He 
died for the Church; Rom 5:6, Christ 
died for the ungodly; v. 8, He died 
for sinners; v. 10, He died for His 
enemies; Gal. 2:20, He died for Paul; 
1 Cor. 8:11, He died for the weak 
brother; Matt 20:28, He gave His life 
a ransom for many. 

That, my friend, is one of the reasons 
why we should live for Him. The poet 
said, “I’ll live for Him who died for 
me. How happy then my life will be.” 
The blood atonement of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is all-inclusive and far-reach- 
ing in its effects. As we have said, it 
is for all, but benefits only those who 
accept it by confession and faith. 

5. The essentiality of the atone- 
ment, 

The need for blood atonement is 
twofold: (1) The holiness of God de- 
mands it; (2) the sinfulness of man 
demands it. Since God is absolutely 
holy in essence and character, some 
means of propitiation must be pro- 
vided before sinful man can approach 
unto and have a communion with a 
Holy God. The means of this approach 
is set forth in the shed blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Heb 10:19, 20. The 
eternal Word says here that we enter 
into the holiest by the blood of Jesus. 
Sin puts men at a distance from God, 
but the atonement bridges over the 
distance and draws men near to God. 
In Eph 2:13, Paul says that the Gen- 
tiles were one time far off, but now are 
made nigh by the blood of Christ. 


6. What blood atonement does in the 
lives of those who accept it. 

First of all, it provides a pardon of 
sins and transgressions. Eph 1:7. We 
have redemption through His blood, 
the forgiveness of sins. Rev. 1:5, “Unto 
him that loved us, and washed us from 
our sins in his own blood.” Notice, 
He loved us when we were unlovely 
and defiled with all kinds of sins. 
Our friends usually love us at our best, 
but He loved us when we were at our 
worst.
